JUDGE BARRY’S DEFENCE, 
(Continued from our last.) 

We left off at the 6th page of the Defence, 
er as Judge Barry calls it, his ‘address to 
the people,” &c.; wherein he states, that 
pursuing the course of former Postmaster 
Generals, in keeping the accounts, it proved 
defective, and that “the derangement” un- 
Aer him, happened from this cause!!! 

We proved the futility of this excuse in 
eur last paper—in fact, it is self-evidently 

1 false. e Barry, in saying this, infers 
Wiat the #ame cause does not produce the 
same effect! But why did he, being an a- 
ble and efficient officer, make the discovery 
sooner? 

He must have had some pretensions to 
common sense. He has been a Lawyer, a 
Judge, and a Major—had two wives, and 
several children. He once made a stump 
speech—was a Jackson man, and went for 
reform! One would have supposed he 
ought to have known something of accounts. 
Meantime, it is remarkable, that aL the 
errors are IN Pavor of Judge Barry and 
his FRIENDS. 

Pursuing this course, viz: the same pur- 
ued ‘by Judge McLean, the Post Office 
“became imbarrassed,” and “created the 
necessity of resorting to Temporary loans; 
the first loan was obtained in anticipation 
of the revenue to be collected” before any 
suspicion existed of the imperfection of the 
system. 

This is one of the greatest insults ever 
advanced to the human understanding —and 
a direct affront to the PRESIDENT of 
the U.S., and the whole body of the Amer- 


ican people. Taking him upon his own 
ground, how many loans did Judge Mc 
Lean make? and we beg leave toask Judge 
Berry. why he never made the discovery 
inthe course of six years, until the Depart- 
ment by its insolvency, called for an snves- 
tigation? Mr. Barry goes on to say— 

“The subsequent loans were essential to 
keep the mail in operation. These loans 
were effected upon my own application, on 
the credit and-responsibility of the Depart- 
ment. The authority vested in me by the 
Post Office law under which I acted, was 
deemed sufficient to justify the course ina 
legal point of view; and the exigencies of 
the case rendered it necessary. The legal 
right of the Postmaster General to incur 
debt upon the credit of the Department, has 
been denied by the majority of the commit- 
tee. They state, that ‘‘the Postmaster Gen- 
eral has, without warrant of law, borrowed 
from banks large sums of money, on inter- 
est, for the purpose of sustaining it,” (the 
Department.) The Post Office Department 
is required to act upon its own resources; 
and these resources are, by law, placed at 
the disposal of the Postmaster General, in- 
dependent of any other Department of the 
Government. He is required, on these re- 
sources, to provide for the carriage of the 
mail on all post roads that are or may be 
established by flaw. He is required, from 
these resources, to pay all expenses which 
may arise in conducting the Post Office and 
i wearoying sw ewsityond oll. ethan neres, 
sary expenses arising in the collection o 
the revenue, and management of the Gene- 
tal Post Office.” 

“The subsequent loans,” and all the 
loans were not “essential” as he says, to 
keep the mail in operation, nor was the 
money applied, or intended to be applied 
to keep the mail in operation. It was paid 
in £ztras, and paid to printers, under the 
sham pretence of necessary printing for the 
Department. It was paid for PAPER, 
and TWINE, (travelling expenses, and in 
sundry other ways no doubt, which will 


never see the light.) 

It is clear, it was not paid for cafrying 
the mail, for the mail was not carried (ac- 
cording to contract.) It failed nine times 
out of ten. Therefore, however “‘essen- 
tial,” it might have been to borrow money 
to keep the mail in ‘operation, it was not

| What is the same thing, he violated no law 
in making these loans—we beg his pardon; 
these loans are irreconcilable to all law, 
and justice. 
The Constitution says, that no money 
shall be drawn from the public Treasury, 
but by a special act of Congress. Judge 
B. says he did not compromit the Treasu- 
ry—he borrowed upon the resources of 
the Post Office Department. But he ex- 
ceeded these resources, and now asks Con- 
gress to grant him the excess of loans. So 
the gentleman, assumes the control of Con- 
gress; he ean expend money to any amount 
he pleases, and then call upon Congress to 
pay the expenditure—This is a new con- 
struction of the constitution. But, these 
loans has no connection with the resources 
of the Department—These resources are 
created by law for a specific purpose; he 
has therefore, set laws at defiance! 
Again, the Constitution says, Congress 
alone shall have the power to borrow mo- 
ney upon the credit of the U. S—Judge 
Barry does not say in so many words, he 
has the right to borrow money on the credit 
of the United States—and some of the Post 
Office Presses positively denies that he 
borrowed it on the credit of the United 
States. But, Judge B. says, (page 7th) he 
borrowed the money on the credit of the 
revenue of the Post Office. We would 
ask the gentleman, and his friends, whose 
property the Post Office Department is? 
Does it not belong to the U. S.? It be- 
longs to no individual, or company—it ein- 
phatically belongs to the people, and of 
course, its resources. Judge Barry tacit- 
ly admits this by his application to the re- 
presentatives of the people, to appropriate 
money to make good the deficits. If the 
Department, and its resources, does not be- 
long to the United States—who then does

How does 
he make it appear that it was “a necessary 
expence,” or legal to give $4,50 per an- 
num, making $18,000 in the foui years con- 
tract to Dr TEMPLE, for carying the 
mail 250 miles on horse-back, one a week!! 
Hundreds of honest and worthy sen would, 
and offered to do it for little ove a thou- 
sand dollars! and this too, in a yountry, 
where nothing but tracts are peddled, from 
CHICAGO toGREEN BAY, a vilder- 
ness! 

We might cite a number of simlarcases, 
all of which goes to prove that the whole 
Post Office concern, is a comlinajon of 
the most flagrant, deliberate, andexensive 
instance of embezzlement, fraud, rank 
corruption, for the same length of ine, per- 
haps, in the world!!!

A cor- 
porated company is not the United States, 
er the U. States’ General Post Of™e—they, 
the company, can pledge, besvow, or sell 
out their stock, &c. This illustration, is 
therefore, a pitiful shift, and does not apply 
to the case. 

But we will return to Dr. TEMPLE, a 
gentleman with whom we happen to have 
the hoor tO be acquainted. Mr. Barry 
says: 

“The contract was made on the 22d of 
February, 1833, to commence on the Ist 
April ofthat year. Dr. John T. Temple, 
was then a clerk in the General Post Office. 
He had determined to resign his situation, 
and remove to Chicago.” 

So it was understood thus far, that tho’ 
Dr. Temple was then a clerk in the Post 
Office, yet, he had determined to resign 
his place, and “‘remove to Chicago,” now 
Mr. Barry says, “I would not permit a per- 
son while aclerk in the department, to hold 
a contract.” This is very honest in Judge 
Barry! But why should Dr. Temple re- 
sign a lucrative office, and remove to Chi- 
cago? This looks very dark—he was sure 
of the contract, we may presume, before he 
resigned. But Judge Barry goes on to say, 

“On the last day of February, Col. Sa- 
very resigned this contract to Dr. Temple 
who resigned his situation as clerk about 


the same time. I knew of no good reason 
to object to the transfer. Dr. Temple was

Knowledge and Industry.—A Soeigty has 
recently been established in the city of N. 
York for the promotion of Knowledge and 
Industry; and from their first annual report 
a copy of which is before us, it would ap- 
pear that the benevolent individuals, through 
whose exertions the public is indebted for 
this institution, have great reason to con- 
fide in its successful operation. 

The grand design of this Society is to o- 
pen a friendly intercourse between it and 
the most indigent portion of our fellow eiti- 
zens, through the medium of such ofits 
members as are constituted Visiters. Each 
ward of the city is divided into districts, 
and a visiter appointed to each, whese du- 
ty it is to enrol all the citizens in each dis- 
trict, according to a printed form, andre- 
port to an Organized association in ech 
ward. Each Visiter also, having ascergin- 
ed the number of children who do nofat- 
tend any school, is to endeavor to lave 
them taught and in any special mannet to 


them in a way of getting work; and to ob- 
tain the actual situation of all such as may 
need assistance, and to procure them re- 
lief, either through public authorities or 
private charity, 80 as not to encourage vice 
or idleness: also to establish ,adult schools 
for those whose educatiun has been neglec- 
ted in their youth. To these Visiters, as 
to kind friends, are entrusted their indigent 
fellow citizens, to mitigate their distress, to 
sooth them in their aflictions, and, by eve- 
ry Christian precept and admonition, in- 
spire them with a feeling of self-respect 
and independenve; and, in general, to do 
unto them as they would be done unto, 
were the circumstances of the Visiters, and 
parties visitedy, reversed. 

Laws, to a certain extent, prevent crime, 
through the fear of punishment, and they 
may physically sustain the poor ina misera- 
ble existence, by furnishing them with food
